For the last three years, it 
has been a series of ups and 
downs for the Fort Erie 
Racetrack. 

Uncertainty about whether 
there will be a season every 
year since 2007 due to its 
owners El-Ad, also known as 
Nordic Gaming losing mil¬ 
lions of dollars every turn of 
the calendar has been the 
biggest issue. 

But now, they can relax a 
little bit as details relating to 
the lease agreement between 
the Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium (FELRC) and the 
track owners has been final¬ 
ized. 

"We're very comfortable 
moving forward... we know 
it's in good hands," said own¬ 
ership representative for 
Nordic Gaming Stephen Ayers 
on Monday at the racetrack.

In December, the provin¬ 
cial government gave the 
FELRC the green light to 
operate the 113-year-old bor¬ 
der oval as a non-profit 
organization, by committing 
to $16.8 million over the 
course of three years. 

The local government has 
also agreed to pitch in $1.5 
million over the same period 
of time. Jim Thibert, general 
manager of the Fort Erie 
Economic Development and 
Tourism Corporation and 
chief executive officer of the 
FELRC said it has been a lot 
of hard work adjusting the 
details of the agreement that 
started in January, but it 
wouldn't have been finalized 
so smoothly and with very lit¬ 
tle complications if it wasn't 
for the co-operation and 
vision of the owners. 

"It's been a long, smooth 
transition and El-Ad has been 


very good to us,” said Thibert. 

He said the main focus of 
the FELRC is to put a halt to 
the track's primary owner 


ing money, hoping he might 
again take an interest in die 
$300 million proposed devel¬ 
opment at the site, that has 
been put on hold for eco¬ 
nomic reasons. 

"We're hoping while we 
take the pressure off the loss¬ 
es of the track that Isaac can 
then look at the development 
of the property and its feasi¬ 
bility," said Thibert. 

He feels a re-branding 
approach is needed to revi¬ 
talize the historic facility, 
using the expected start of a 
quarter horses program in 
September or October as an 
example. 

"We're hoping a new prod¬ 
uct will bring in new crowds." 

Thibert believes there is 
still a large demographic of 
people in Niagara and even 


Fort Erie who have never vis¬ 
ited the track, or if they have, 
it was a very long time ago. 

He wants to make it a desti¬ 
nation for all types of people 
and for its full potential to be 
taken advantage of. 

"This is the only gaming 
venue where you can actually 
bring your family," said 

The FELRC has applied to 
a federal capital grant in the 
"multi-million dollar" range, 
explained Thibert. There are 
also plans for improvements 
to aprons, the parking lot and 
the grandstand. 

The final meeting between 
Nordic and the FELRC to 
work out the agreement took 
place on Monday, with it

As mentioned in last week’s 
article, the majority of council 
feels a review after five years 
will allow for more statistical 
data to be collected, allowing 
for a better case to be built 
when fighting to restore serv¬ 
ices at DMH. 

Also in the article, it was 
printed that the motion has 
been tabled until the next 
meeting, when in fact it has 
been put on hold until 
October

PURPOSE AND EFFECT 

The purpose and effect of By-law 59-10 is to amend Zoning By-law 129-90 (COMPREHENSIVE ZONING 
BY-LAW) by rezoning the lands shown as Part 1 on the location map from “Neighbourhood Development 
(ND) Zone” to “Residential 1 R1 Zone” to recognize the existing single detached dwelling and accessory 
structures, and Part 2 from “Neighbourhood Development ND Zone” to “Neighbourhood Develop¬ 
ment ND-428 Zone” to recognize the proposed lot area of 1.50 hectares (3.7 acres).

The story about creating tho garden 

“My sister and I are working girls so our garden projects are Satuiday/Sunday 



, we made a 3 x 25 
.We dug out 2 feet 


My sister Pam had a gazebo at her other house. Gord Bath, our neighbour across 
the street, helped us to dismantle the gazebo. We numbered it so it would go back the 
same way, and we added a roof since it didn’t have one. 


We dug out the grass for the rock garden. We saved this and used it as filler in our 
raised vegetable garden. We added die iris garden at the bottom of the rock garden. 
Our neighbour up the street, Rob Everette, provided us with rocks which he delivered 
to us twice. I made fencing for the bottom of the rock garden out of garden ties and 
staggered them to look like small fencing to contain the soil. There also was water 
drainage from the next house that had to be extended so it wouldn’t flood us out. 

out 7 more feet by 25 feet of grass from the first garden we built. Rototilled this garden 
as we weren’t using landscaping cloth for weed control. 


There was an existing water drainage that was to be our dry river bed. We put cloth 
the length of this making it 3 feet wide and added 2 types of rocks for cover. Now was 
the time for putting back together the gazebo. It took about 4 weekends before we had 
it together. We had to build it higher than it was originally, so we added 6 new 14 ft 
4x4’s and added the ramps to give it the impression of a castle over a moat. 


We spray painted an outline for our new gardens for the front of the house and 
around to the end of the side of the house. We needed more space out front, so added 
a second garden to look like a boomerang and added more shrubs there. 


Our original first garden was beside the steps out front and the driveway. We kept it 
in a mobile style and change our annuals each year.

"If someone had done 
their job, this would never of 
happened,'' said the wife of a 
Fort Erie man who was killed 
in an industrial accident at 
Ridgemount Stone Quarry 
two years ago. 

"They should of had peo¬ 
ple from the company 
inspect the site," said 
Tammy Hill after leaving the 
Welland courthouse on 
Wednesday following a 
three-day coroner's inquest 
that examined the events 
surrounding her husband's 
death. 

Roger Hill, 45, the father of 
four children, died on Jan. 
21, 2008, while another 
worker, Ed Rogers, was 
injured and taken to hospi¬ 
tal. The two workers had 
climbed inside a rock crush¬ 
ing machine in an effort to

clear an obstruction that was 
preventing a rotor from 
turning. 

The accident was investi¬ 
gated by the Ministry of 
Labour and evidence pre¬ 
sented at the inquest deter¬ 
mined that the motor on the 
rock crushing machine had 
not been turned off and 
some safety equipment on 
the unit had been tampered 
with which prevented a limit 
switch and two emergency 
stop buttons from working. 

A third worker, Ed's broth¬ 
er, Harry Rogers, was at a dif¬ 
ferent location when the 
accident happened. He 
eventually managed to get 
the machine stopped and 
phoned for help. 

The three men had 
worked together for many 
years and were employed by 
the Hard Rock Group, a 
company based in Port 
Colborne that once 
employed between 500 and 
600 workers. 

Graeme Leach, counsel to 
the coroner, said the 
machine had stopped for 
some unknown reason, the 
men climbed inside and 
tried to free an obstruction. 
The clutch on the machine 
was disengaged, but the 
engine was not shut off.

In addition, if the lock and 
tag procedure that is 
required to be followed 
when a machine needs to be 
stopped so that it can be 
examined or repaired had 
been followed, this accident 
would not of happened. 

"No one knows for sure 
how the clutch engaged, but 
if it had been taken out of 
commission we wouldn't be 
here today," he told the five- 
member jury panel. 

Lawyer Jerry Raso, repre¬ 
senting Labourer's 

International Union of 
North America Local 837, 
said Roger Hill died "a horri¬ 
ble, horrible death" and 
workers need to be remind¬ 
ed that the Occupational 
Health and Safety Act is 
there for their protection. He 
noted that Hill did not exer¬ 
cise his right to refuse unsafe

should have carried out 
inspections at this job site 
and that somebody deliber¬ 
ately tampered with the 
safety limit switch.

Also, the safety bar that 
should have been with the 
rock crushing machine was 
at another location. If the 
safety bar had been inserted 
into the machine it would 
have prevented the rotor 
from turning while the work¬ 
ers were inside the unit 

Raso said health and safe¬ 
ty needs to trump produc¬ 
tion in the workplace. 
Everyone has a responsibili¬ 


ty to make sure they have a 
safe workplace and the regu¬ 
lations that are in place need 
to be followed. 

''Mr. Hill died because the 
system failed," said Raso. 

The jury made nine rec¬ 
ommendations that includ¬ 
ed developing a system to 
track what mandatory 
Occupational Health and 
Safety Training workers have 
received and to alert work¬ 
ers, employers and the 
Ministry of Labour when 
workers have not completed 
mandatory training within 
the required time periods. 

In addition, workers, 
supervisors and employers 
need to work together and 
better educate themselves 


on the extreme importance 
of complying with lock and 
tag procedures. Safety fea¬ 
tures on equipment must 
also be maintained and test¬ 
ed to make sure they are 
working properly. 

The Ministry of Labour 
should also issue a stop work 
order when lock and tag 
equipment is found to be 
deficient or absent. 

Dr. Jack Stanborough, the 
inquest coroner, said the 
death of Roger Hill will have 
a long lasting effect on his 
family and fellow workers. 
He noted the inquest 
process is difficult for all 
those involved, but hopeful¬ 
ly it makes things safer for 
people.
